Some hunters, ta k ­ 
ing advantage of the three-day doe 
season, will start the chase Thurs­ 
day, but the m ajority of sportsm en 
will not take the field until Monday.

counties are expected 
in

county and the adjoining South 
m ountains during the fifteen-day 
hunting season, the deer in this 
section having been reported to be 
more than usually plentiful. 
From the M aryland line to Mt 
Holly Springs the sportsm en will 
advance in a great semi-circle into 
the haunts of the favorite game of 
Pennsylvania hunters.
